INVENTOR OF LEAD PIPE. 


Plrst Suggested l>r Eobert Seydell of 


Pennsylvania In 1830. 


There was born in Milton, Pa., in 


1800 a man of wonderful genius, it is 
said. His name was Rooert; Seydell, and 
be died in 1847. Pour children survive, 
two of whom reside here—a son, Jacob 
Seydell, and a daughter, Mrs. Gray. 


Mr. Seydell was a coppersmith and 


was almost continuously working out 
some device connected with the ma- 
chinery in his factory. To him. it is re- 
lated by soino of the oldest citizens of 
this place, belongs the discovery of the 
process of making lead pipe, and, like 
many oilier inventors, the idea of mak- 
ing the same was stolen from him and 
further developed to its present form of 
manufacture. 


It was in the latter part of the thir- 


ties that the idea suggested itself to 
him, and the folio-wing is the way he 
wrought it out: He first took a slug, or 
casting of luad, placing it on a mandrel, 
or rod of steel, about 16 feet long and 
an inch in diameter. The mandrel was 
highly polished, and upon this he drew 
or rolled out the lead to the full length 
of the rod, thus giving him an inch 
bore, and the material was rolled, it is 
said, to a one-fourth inch, making a to- 
tal diameter 1% inches for the pipe. 
After completing several sections of the 
length of the mandrel he soldered them 
together, making the pipe of whatever 
length he desired. 


He put it to practical use. by fasten- 


ing it to pump heads, and also running 
it from springs to connect -watering 
troughs and springhouses in the coun- 
try round about here. Being greatly 
pleased with his discovery and receiv- 
ing the most flattering of comments 
from his friends and neighbors in this 
section, he concluded to make his in- 
vention more widely known, and hence 
made a visit to Philadelphia, taking 
his device -with him. 


At tho Franklin institute in that city 


he gave his first exhibition to quite a 
number of inventors, artisans and me- 
chanics. As it is now related, every one 
•who -witnessed it was more than de- 
lighted, and so expressed himself m 
his immedite presence. It -was not long 
that he -was allowed to remain in a con- 
dition of supreme happiness over his in- 
vention, for a short time after he made 
a disclosure of his discovery, and while 
yet in Philadelphia, he found out that 
by the persons to whom he had given 
an exhibition of the process of making 
lead pipe his idea had been used and 
improved upon.—Philadelphia Press.

SPEAKING PASSING SHIPS. 


New Efforts to Kevivo Old Time Courte- 


sies at Sea. 


The fine old custom of speaking pass- 


ing ships is rapidly dying out among 
the skippers of today, and the general 
opinion seams to be that the modern 
master is, as a rule, too easy going to 
bother about anything of the sort. 


Colonel Hozier, tha 
secretary of 


Lloyds, considers that a deal of trouble 
and anxiety would often be avoided if 
captains would but take the trouble to 
speak ships within reading distance of 
their signals. In many instances ansiety 
with respect to overdue vessels would 
be allayed, and, furthermore, there 
would continually be news for the 
friends of masters and for the hundreds 
of thousands of others who are interest- 
ed in tho great merchant marine of this 
country. 
Chatting the matter over, Captain 


Froud, the secretary of tho Shipmasters' 
society, said: "The practice of speaking 
each other at sea and reporting at every 
opportunity is, I am sorry to say, dying 
out among the captains of the present 
day. I suppose they are indifferent, or 
careless, and do not consider it worth 
the trouble of hoisting the signals and 
making out the other fellow's. It is a 
very great pity that an exceedingly use- 
ful custom should be neglected, and_I 
am glad to learn that Colonel Hozier is 
doing his utmost to induce masters to 
speak other ships and to report when- 
ever it is possible. 
"I am convinced that if captains can 


be persuaded to take th» trouble to do 
this much good service will be rendered 
to the public generally. This society is 
doing its utmost to get masters to re- 
vive the practice. " 


Captain Froud's appeal was strength- 


ened by the picturesque evidence of an 
old time skipper, who admitted that 
epeaking and signaling had been .almost 
entirely neglected of late years. "When 
I first went to sea," he *id, "it was 
the invariable custom to exchange names 
ond destinations and sometimes reckon- 
ings with passing ships, bat nowadays 
captains don't bother. Sometimes 
skipper is short handed and he won 1 
take even one man from his work, bnl

FICANK GERMAIN ASSAULTED. 


Almost Killed l>y an Insane Man. 


Frank Germain, manager of the La- 


fayette hotel at Winnemucca, was ter-, 
ribly stubbed about 10:30 o'clock, Mon- 
day night by a Basque bheephsrder 
named Jose Miguel Rementeria. 


The Basque was brought to Wiune- 


mncoa, Monday by Mr, Guthrie, on 
whose place he bad been working, for 
medical treatment. 


Arriving iu town late in the after- 


noon Rementeria was taken to the La- 
fayette and a doctor caUed in to at- 
tend him. The doctor said a nurse 
would be needed to administer medi- 
cine to the man during the night, but 
ae one could not be secured, Germain 
offered to attend him. About 10:3ff 
young Germain went to Kementeria's 
room, and had no more than entered 
when the man sprang on him with a 
knife, with which he began stabbing 


him. 
Germain tried to throw off the 


muiderous Basque, but the latter, who 
is a powerfully built man, clung to 
him and continued striking with the 
knife until Germain fell from the loss 
of blood. 


The maniac then desisted and ran 


back to his room just as a number of 
men rushed to the pcene attracted by 
the cries of the wounded man. 


Young Germain was picked up i»nd 


carried to his room, and Drs. Cross aud 
Jones summoned to attend him. In 
the meantime a messenger was sent for 
Sheriff 
MoDeid," who arrived with 


Deputy Sheriff Rose and the officers 
arrested the would be assassin and 
took him to jail. 


The doctors found sixteen 
knife 


wounds upon Germain's body, two of 
which are very deep. One of these is 
in the chest in the region of the heart 
and the other in the right side of the 
abdomen just below the ribs. Dr. 
Hood was summoned from Battle 
Mountain, and the three doctors held a 
consultation. 
The patient stood the 


ordeal of dressing the wounds very 
well and rested comparitively well dui- 
ing the night. Though the doctors ad- 
mit the seriousness of his condition, 
they regard his chances as being on 
tha side of recovery. 


Frank Germain was a former student 


of the University and well known here. 
His fnenda will be sorry to hear of bis 
condition aud hopes of hia early recov. 
ery are entertained. Rementeria was 
brought in to the asylum Tuesday, by 
Sheriff MoDeid.

A CAPrlVJS HALLO N. 


It Will Be Used to Watch tho Move- 


ments of tlie Spaniards. 


Captain William N. Lloyd, Astiatant 


Superintendent of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company, and commander 
of the signal corps 
of the Illinois 


National Guard, acting under a com- 
mission from General A. W. Greeley of 
the United States Signal Service to 
assist in the work of equipping a large 
captive balloon to be used by the Navy 
Depart ment in folio wing tho movements 
of Spanish warships, has succeeded in 
securing u generator capable of pro- 
ducing from 350,000 to 400,000 cubic 
feet of gas every twenty-four hours, 
and a reservoir which is made express 
ly for the purpose of heating the air 
necessary for the formation of the gas. 
Tho generator is the only one of its 
kind in the United Slates and will be 
ready to be shipped to tbe navy yard at 
Governor's Island next Monday. Tbe 
generator has been constructed by 
forces of men working day aud night 
for a week. The work is being inspec- 
ted by Silas H. Moaner, Chief Engineer 
of the Western building.

Mosher will go to Governor's Island to 
operate the aerial ship. Mr. Mosher 
served in the navy during the Civil 
War and is an expert in the use of gus 
machinery.

Preferable to Wood. 


If tobacco smoking is justifiable at all 


on hygienic grounds, says The Lancet, 
it is generally conceded that the pipe is 
the least injurious means. But tbbacoo 
pipes differ considerably in material 
nnd-shapes, both of which must be im- 
portant factors in determining the char- 
acter of the smoke. Thus there are tho 
clay, tbe meerschaum and the various 
•wooden pipes, the brier, cherry or my- 
all. 
Next to the tobacco, therefore, 


| which should always be pure and free 


j from added 
flavoring, 
an expedient 


i which is resorted to far too commonly 
' nowadays, probably iu many instances 


I to cover an inferior quality of tobacco, 
' tho best kind of pipe is a point to be 
considered. Even assuming that he is 
smoking good tobacco, tho smoker kiiows 
how different in character tbo smoke is 
when drawn from a clay or a wooden 
bowl. There is probably a scientific ex- 
planation of this fact which must, have 
some bearing on the uoxious or innocu- 
ous character of the smoke associated 
with other products of combustion. 


A soft clay is invariably cool smok- 


ing because the acid oils obtained on 
tbo destructive distillation of the tobac- 
co are absorbed instead of collecting in 
a little pool, which must eventually 
either by the volatilization or by me- 
chanical conveyance reach the mouth, 
A particular pipe "smokes hot" uot 
necessarily because the temperature of 
tho smoke is high, but because it favors 
the passage by one of these means of 
the oils into the mouth. Meerschaum is 
another porous material. Again, an old 
wdodeu pipe or brier, so dear to invet- 
erate smokers, becomes "smooth smok- 
ing" because the pores of the wood 
widen and so absorb, as is the case with 
glay or meerschaum, a large proportion 
of the tobacco oil. 


Thus an old pipe "sweats," as it is 


termed—that is, the oil intrudes into 
the expanded pores of the wooden bowl 
and at length exudes. Similarly n hook 
shaped pipe must be better than a pipe 
the bowl of which is on the same level 
with the mouth, for the slinple reason 
tbat in the former a considerable quan- 
tity of the oil is kept back in tbe U 
shaped part .of the pipe, while iu the 
latter tho oil travels easily down the 
stem. Ebonite stems are 111 general ob 
jcctionable because they commonly spoil 
the trne flavor of tobacco smoke. This 
is most probably due to the sulphur of 
tho ebonite, combining with tbe volatile 
oils iu the smoke. We know instances 
where ebonite steins have produced dis- 
tinctly objectionable symptoms in the 
threat, most probably for the reason 
just given, 


Bone or real amber makes a much 


more satisfactory stein, pr the pipes 
bhould be of wood throughout. Amber 
substitutes, aud especially celluloid, 
should be discarded entirely as danger- 
ous, while the flavor of camphor which 
these invariably conimniiicate to the 
smoke forms a very unpleasant combi- 
nation. Pipes of special construction 
cauuot he regarded with much favor, 
such as those which are said to bo hy- 
gienic and usually contain a so called 
nicotine absorber. Those smokers wbo 
require such auxiliary attachments had 
better not smoke at all. As a matter of 
fact tobacco yields little nicotine in the 
smoke produced oil its partial combus- 
tion. It is mainly to oils of a tarry and 
acrid character that the toxic symptoms 
of tobacco smoking are due.

SUMMONS. 


Forest Protection In Idaho. 


The miners as well as the mine own- 


ers operating in northern Idaho are pe- 
culiarly interested in rational and ef- 
fective methods of forest protection to 
what remains of the public timber lands, 
and as producers .of national wealth 
have a right to demand it. They have 
the result of years of wanton forest de- 
struction before their eyes and can see 
themselves confronted with a timber 
shortage before many years that threat- 
ens their commercial, and industrial life. 
That such a condition is fast approach- 
ing needs no prophetic vision to foresee. 


The extent of burned forest land the 


past 16 years as developed in these re- 
gions is an evidence that requires no 
supporting argument to make effective. 
That many thousands of acres of forest 
still exist in the Coenr d'Alene basins 
does not weaken the fact of an impend- 
ing timber shortage. Under the present 
conditions two or three dry seasons 
would suffice to wipe out the larger 
portion by far of what remains of the 
forests in this part of the state. There 
is not yet adequate protection or super- 
vision, and public sentiment upon these 
joints is not yet sufficiently aroused.— 
forester.

Some Details of Interest Regarding Its 


Construction and TTse. 


The stroller along the wharfs who 


should see rising from the smokestack 
of a big steamer a small and at the start 
perfectly defined column of smoke whioh 
seemed to come from a small smoke- 
pipe within the big one might wonder 
if the great smokestack was filled with 
smaller stacks, one for eaah boiler. Aa 
a matter of fact it is not so filled, but 
there is within it a smaller smoke pipe 
called the donkey stack, whioh is the 
chimney for the boiler of the donkey en- 
gine, whioh is used when the vessel is 
in port in hoisting cargo in and out. It 
is from this pipe that the small column 
of srioke i& seen to issue. 


The donkey stack is placed sometimes 


against the forward inner side of the big 
Btac'c, sometimes against the after inner 
side. It may be a complete pipe, or it 
may be formed of iron in the shape of 
half a pipe, with flanges riveted to the 
main pipe. 


If a single one of the large boilers 


were used, as it might be when the ship 
is in port, it might be connected with 
the donkey stack, but in their regular 
and common arrangement and use the 
uptakes of all these boilers run into the 
great chimney, whose whole interior is 
open, except for the braces running 
across it to strengthen and snpport it. 


The chimneys of all large steamships, 


however, and of many other steam ves- 
sels as well are built double, with an 
inner and an outer shell, with a space 
between varying according to the size 
of the vessel. It may be from five to ten 
inches. The primary purpose of this 
chamber around the smokestack is to 
afford ventilation for the engine room 
and the stokehole. In at least one 
mod- 


ern passenger ship ventilating pipes 
from the passenger quarters have beeu 
carried to these chambers. Incidentally 
the space between the shells helps tn 
keep the stack sightly, for thus con- 
structed the chimney is cooler on the 
outside than it would otherwise be, and 
so it holds paint the better.—New York 
Sun.
